PHILIPPINES. = 
Mr, Quezon Advocates Modera- 
tion of Demand. 


The Ienguags question was one 
of the most bitterly fought issues 
taken up at the Meeting of the 
sub-committee of the Philippines 
Collectivist platform committes 
at a recant meeting, members of 
the rising &tnerations, headed br 
Dean Jorge Bacobo and Repres- 
entative Tomas Confesor, finally 
Winning out ‘rom Ramon Diokno 
and his associates representing 
the Spanish-speaking faction. 

The proposed platform contains 
the provision that English be the 
only official Imnguage of the 
Philippines as soon as practicable 
and that English and Spanish be 
put on an equal footing in the 
legislature. Delegate-Diokno and 
who ate oppozed 
to the adoption of English as tho 
official language, would have the 
platform asy nothing at all on 
the language quastion. 

ENGLISH WINs ort, ; 

Members of the Tising. genera- 
tion of the Collactivist party 
fought hard for tho adoption of 
English. They aaserted that ab 
least one half of ‘the votes cast 
in the last elections were cast by 
young men who spesk English 
and therefore the Party should 
not ignore them. They succeeded 
io not only Tetainiog the original 
provision of the platform on the 
language issue but strengthened 
it, As jt now stands, the plat. 
form says “English must be the 
only official language of the 
Philippines as soon a3 practic- 
able, and both Spanish and Eng- 
lish must be used without dis 
tinction in the hoaages of the 
legislature.” . 

The decision taken by the 
platform sub-committee to 
sttike out from the piat- 
form. all demands for further 
increase of autonomy and that 
the party go on record only as 
demanding immediate indepen- 
denze was Tteconsidered.
